1. Disconnect the negative battery cable. Refer to
Battery Negative Cable Disconnection and
Connection in SI.

2. Raise and support the vehicle. Refer to Lifting and
Jacking the Vehicle in SI.

3. Using care, disconnect the evaporative emission
canister filter pipe (2) from the evaporative
emission canister (1). Refer to Plastic Collar Quick
Connect Fitting Service in SI.

Note: The boot must be positioned onto the pipe up to
the pipe nozzle crimp location so that it can seal the
filter pipe nozzle and connector.

4. Install the boot (2) onto the filter pipe (1).
• Validate the boot has not rolled on itself when

installed.
• Allow time for water to drain or melt, if frozen,

from the pipe.
5. Connect the evaporative emission canister filter

pipe to the evaporative emission canister. Refer to
Plastic Collar Quick Connect Fitting Service in SI.

6. Using care, position the boot (2) around the pipes
connector (1) so that it forms a seal.

7. Lower the vehicle.
8. Connect the negative battery cable.
